The Cetebration in Washington of 
anodrew Jackson’s Victory at New 
riecans—Kepresentative Kobbins 
Makes the -peech ofthe Eventng— 
the Present State of Affairs in 
/-ouisiana Deplored and Graant’s 
Po.ucy Condemned. 


The eelebration at Lineoin Hall, 
Washington city, on Friday evening 
last, of Andrew Jackson’s victory 
over the British at New Orleans on 
January 8, 1815, was a large and har- 
monious meeting. It was made the 
occasion of expression of feeling at 
the recent Federal outrage in Louisi- 
aud an immense euthusiasm 
was manifested. The stage was 
uandsomely decorated, and upon 
tither side were two large banners, 
the oneon the left bearing this in- 
scription : cranking’ 8, 1815; De- 
mocracy ; Andrew Jackson ; Louisi- 
ana saved by the valor of American 
soldiers; liberty, patriotism, justice, 
liome rule, hard money, and prosper- 
ity.” On the wall at the right was 
the inscription: “January 8, 1875; 
Louisiana oppressed by military des- 
potism; fraud,  Nepotism, carpet- 
baggers, shin -plasters, and prostra- 
tion. 

Speeches were made by a number 
of distinguished gentlemen, among 
them Hon. Wm. M. Robbins, of this 
Mate, who said; 

The call made upon me isa sur- 
prise. I came here not to speak, but 
\u listen, and toappreve. by my pre- 
~uce wrhat understend to be the 
purpose of this meeting: namely, to 
revive the memory Of events which 
‘hed lustre upea the-whole Ameri- | 
can people ; testrengthen our love of 
liberty and inde ce by think- 
ing of what theecost: It is well for
